where  a  great  deal  of  Skill  was  required, 
or  to  that  ElFedl :  That  accordingly  he 
went  to  the  faid  ColFee-houfe,  which  is 
near  St.  T)unjian*s  Church,  and  at  the 
Door  of  the  faid  Coffec-houfe  met  a  Man, 
middle- fized,  having  on  a  light  tyed  fhort 
Wig,abrownifh  Coat  with  clofeSleeves,  a 
thin  faced  middle  aged  Man,  who  asked 
the  Deponent  if  he  was  not  Mr.  St.  Andre? 
To  which  the  Deponent  anfwering,  he 
was,  the  faid  Man  faid,  the  Deponent  only 
could  refolve  him  in  a  Cafe,  and  it  was 
but  hard  by^  and  defired  the  Deponent  to 
gofalong  with  him.  Accordingly  they 
went  into  a  Coach  which  had  brought  the 
Deponent ,  and  the  Coachman,  by  the 
faid  Man's  Direftion,  carried  them  a  little 
below  the  Hercules  s-7illdrs^  where  they 
alighted,  and  the  faid  Man  lecfthe  Depo¬ 
nent  a  little  lower  *,  they  then  turned  down 
on  the  Right  Hand  by  an  Oyl-Shop  into  a 
narrow  Paflage  into ^  a  Street  that  leads 
towards  the  W ater-fide,  there  they  turned 
to  the  Left-Hand,  and  walked  in  that 
Street  about  Two  Hundred  Steps,  and 
turned  on  the  Left  into  a  Court  or  Alley, 
and  then  on  the  Right-Hand  into  another 
Court ;  as  the  Deponent  beft  remembers,  it 
being  at  that  Time  paft  Seven  at  Night, 
and  dark.  In  this  laft  mentioned  Court, 
the  faid  Man  carried  the  Deponent  to  the

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third  or  fourth  Houfe,  as  he  believes,  on 
the  Left- Hand;  thcHouft  had  a  mean  Ap¬ 
pearance,  the  Stair-Cafe  was  very  ftrait, 
and  reached  near  to  the  Door  of  the 
Houfe,  Being  got  up  one  Pair  of  Stairs, 
the  faid  Man  carried  the  Deponent  into  a 
Room  where  a  Woman  was  fitting,  and 
asked  him  to  fit  down,-  and  went  out, 
laying-  he  would  wait  upon  him  in  a 
Mnmte,  and  accordingly  foon  returned, 
having  in  his  Hand  a  Plate,  and  on  it  three 
Clafles  ot  Liquor,  of  which  he  gave  one 
to  the  laid  Woman,  took  another  hiaj- 
jKir,  and  offered  tltc  third  upon  the  Plate 
o  the  Deponent,  who  would  have  exculed 
iimfelf  from  drinking  it,  but  the  faid  Man 
Old  the  Deponent,  he  hoped  lie  would 
lot  aftront  him,  or  Words  to  that  Effed. 
rhen  the  Deponent  took  the  fa.id.GlalL 
iiu  finding  the  Liquor  very  lirong  and  ill 

^fted,  he  drank  but  very  little  of  if 
fhen  they  talked  of  the  Cafe  ;  the  faid  . 
Wan  told  the  Deponent,  tltat  the  faid 
■Voman  had  the  Poul  Difeafe,  and  upon 
-xamination  the  Deponent  declared  him- 
df  to  be  of  that  Opinion,  but  the  faid 
'Oman  denied  it;  upon  which  the  Dc- 
onent  replied,  he  had  no  more  to  fay 
r  lomcrhing  to  that  Purpofc,  and  the  faid’ 
an  gave  the  Deponent  a  Fee,  and  then 
le  Deponent  came  home.  The  Depo-

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nent  further  fays,  that  when  he  came  in,, 
Mr.  Martin’s  Wife,  with  whom  he  lodges 
obfcrve.d  that  he  looked  pale,  and  askee 
if  he  had  been  fighting,  or  had  beei 
robbed  J  And  to  latisfy  her  it  was  no 
fo  he  fhewed  her  his  Watch  and  hi 
Purfe  :  She  infifted  that  he  looked  lik 
Death,  that  his  Noftrils  were  pinchec 
and  foon  after  the  Deponent  began  to  fin< 
himfelf  giddy,  and  fhivering  with  Cole 
and  defired  his  Bed  might  be  warmed,  fc 
he  found  himfelf  ill,  as  Ihe  faid  :  Ths 
he  has  ever  lince  continued  very  ill,  an 
by  what  he  is  able  to  judge  himfelf,  b 
the  Symptoms  he  has  felt,  as  well  as  b 
the  Opinion  of  fevcral  eminent  Phyficiaii 
who  have  vilited  him,  he  muft  have  takcj 
fome  very  ftrong  Poifon  ;  and  he  can  a 
count  for  no  other  Manner  or  Occafic 
of  his  doing  it,  than  in  the  Glafs  of  L 
quor  prefented  to  him  as  is  above  relate.

WH  O  fays,  that  for  a  T vvelvc-month 
before  the  Accident/- 4vhich  hap¬ 
pened  to  him  on  Saturday  the  Sixthof 
this  Inftant  Felruary^  as  fet  forth  in  his 
Depofuion  made  on  the  9th  Inftant,  he  had 
not  taken  any  Mercurial  Medicine  whatfo- 
ever,  nor  any  other  Medicine  of  any  kind, 
except  Afs's  Milk,  Tcftaccous  Powders 
and  Febrifuge  Juleps,  neither  doth  this 
Deponent  know  that  he  had  any  Ncceflity^ 
or  Occafion  for  taking  any  Mercurial  Me- 
dicine,orany  other  Medicine  whatfoever, 

B  except 
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except  thofe  above-mentioned  5  this  Depo¬ 
nent  having  been  for  fomc  time  before  the 
above-mentioned  Accideririn  perfed  good 
Health,  unlefsthat  the  great  Fatigue  in  his 
Calling  and  Profefiiori  occafioned  fome 
times  feverifh  Diforders.  This  Deponent 
further  faith,  that  to  thebeft  of  his  Know¬ 
ledge  and  Remembrance,  he  never  took 
any  Mercurial  Medicine  or  Preparation  of 
any  kind  whatfoever  for  above  thefe  eight 
Years  laft  paft.

THE 
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TH  E  Reafon  that  obliges  me  to 
publidi  my  Cafe,  is,  that  while 
that  Account  was  drawing  up,  which 
was  inferred  in  the  Gazette  of  Tuefday 
the  23d  of  Febvuaty,  I  was  fo  very  ill, 
that  I  could  not  fatisfy  the  Phyficians’ 
who  had  the  Goodnefs  to  attend  me,  as 
to  fevcral  Particulars,  which  are  as  -fol¬ 
low  :  • 

Saturday  the  6th  of  February^  about  i®  Day  of 
eight  in  the  Evening,  I  felt  the  firft  Ef- 
feds  of  the  Poifon  (I  had  taken  a  little 
before)  which  were  a  giddinelsand  uncom¬ 
mon  Coldnefs,  with  Hiccoughs,  Pains, 
and  Contradions  in  the  Region  of  the 
Stomach,  followed  with  a  prefling  Incli¬ 
nation  to  Vomit,  and  not  fufpeding  the 
true  Caule,  going  to  Bed,  I  was  indu¬ 
ced  to  take  a  "Julep,  compofed  of  a  Scru¬ 
ple  of  Spirit,  of  Lavendar,  four  ‘‘Drachms 
of  Syrup  of  white  Topples,  with  two 
Ounces  of  Barley  Cinnamon  Water.  The 
Inclination  to  Vomit  growing  more  ftrong, 

1  foon  threw  up  the  Julep,  with  a  great 
Quantity  of  black  and  grecnilh  Matter, 
and  perceiv’d  a  detcftable  Tafte  of  Cop¬ 
per  in  my  Throat  and  Mouth,  with  a 
burning  intenfe  Hear,  which  loon  railed 
three  large  B lifters  on  my  Tongue  ;  my 

Vomit- 
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Vomiting  continued  all  Night,  with  the 
greateft  Violence,  and  continued  with¬ 
out  the  lead  Intermiflion,  till  two  the 
next  Day,  being  Sunday  the  7th,  inlb- 
much  that  at  Times  it  depriv’d  me  of 
my  Senfes,  being  frequently  (ciz’d  with 
an  univerfal  Coldnefs,  and  violent  Con- 
tradion  of  the  Mufcles,  of  the  Belly, 
Thighs,  Legs,  and  Feet. 

zd  Day.  Sunday  the  7th,  my  Throat  and  Tongue 
became  fo  (welled  and  inflamed,  that  I 
could  nor  undergo  the  Efforts  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  in'  Vomiting,  without  the  greateft 
Trouble  and  Pain  5  the  Gicidinefs  in  my 
Head  increafed  very  much,  with  a  vio¬ 
lent  noife  in  my  Ears,  and  the  Tafteand 
Burning  in  my  Mourh  became  intolera¬ 
ble  5  I  found  the  Heat  in  my  Throat 
and  Stomach  extending  it  fclf  in  all 
the  Bowels,  which  by  Night  were  be¬ 
come  fo  painful,  that  I  could  not  bear 
the  lead:  preflurc  on  them  :  My  Pulfe 
was  very  low  and  the  Skin  parched  and 
dried. 

3d  Day.  ^  pafled  the  whole  Night  between  the 
7th  and  8th,  in  Fainting  Fits,  and  con¬ 
tinual  Inclination  to  Vomit,  and  began 
Monday  i\\Q,  8th,  by  fix  violent  Purgings; 
immediately  after  tollowM  the  Rupture 

and 
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and  Dilatation  of  fcvcral  of  the  HiVjnor- 
rhoidall  Vcffels,  atrcnded  with  a  'Proci¬ 
dentia  5  thoic  Accidents  were  accompanied 
with  the  return  of  the  Vomiting,  which 
laded  from  Nine  in  the  Morning  till  Two 
of  the  fame  Day  5  after  which,  my  Tongue 
and  Throat  grew  black,  more  fvveird 
and  Painful :  I  was  feiz’d  with  univerfal, 
acute  and  burning  Pains  in  every  Joint, 
but  more  tormenting  in  the  Spine  of  the 
Back-  than  in  the  lower  Parts, ^  which  be¬ 
gan  to  fwcll  from  the^ Belly  downwards, 
efpecially  the  Scrotuniy  the  Feet  only  be¬ 
ing  Oidernatoiis,  Of  a  fudden  I  was  op- 
preQed  with  a  great  Shortnefs  of  Breath, 
which  laded  till  the  Evening,  then  the 
Didinclnefs  of  my  Sight  began  to  fail 
me,  Objeds  appeared  double  and  encir¬ 
cled  with  a  deep  green  Colour  5  at  o- 
thcr  Times,  they  appeared  inverted,  dark 
and  confufed.  In  the  Middle  of  the 
Night  between  the  8th  and  9th,  I  void¬ 
ed  with  the  greated  Torture  fome  very 
dark  Urine.  I,  was  fo  much  exhauded 
after  it,  that  I  fainted  away,  and  notwith- 
danding  the  Ufeof  the  dronged  Volatiles, 
it  was  above  three  Hours  before  I  could  be 
recover'd.  From  thatTimel  remained  more 
weak  and  faint,  with  univerfal  convulfive 
Tremblings  and  Spalms,  and  a  drong 
Palpitation  of  the  Heart.  The  mod  cruel

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vSymptom  was  the  great  Third:,  and  at  the 
lame  Time  the  Horrour  and  Dread  1  had 
lof  the  taking  of  Liquids,  equal  to  what 
is  deferibed  by  one  under  the  mod  dread¬ 
ful  Symptoms  of  an  Hydrophobia  5  the 
Pulfc  was  hardly  to  be  felt  the  whole 
Night,  and  the  Skin  became  more  hard 
and  dry. 

Tuefdaj  the  9th  in  the  Morning,  the 
Pains  ill  my  Limbs  were  more  acute 
and  extended,  fo  as  to  occafion  a  Sorc- 
nefs  in  all  my  Flcfli,  I  /pit  rough  Phlegm, 
and  my  Throat  and  Mouth  were  covered 
with  Efehars  and  Sloughs,  attended  with 
a  Stench,  as  in  a  Sphacelus  5  however, 
the  dread  of  taking  any  Liquid  was  fo 
great,  from  the  Pain  I  fufFered  on  that  Ac¬ 
count,  that  I  could  not  be  prevailed  upon 
to  Life  a  Gargarilm,  to  avert  the  impend¬ 
ing  Danger  of  a  total  Mortification  of 
thofe  Parts.  I  paQcd  that  Night  as  the 
Jail,  and  voided  lome  Urine,  with  the 
fame  Pain  and  Accidents  as  before. 

IVednefday  the  loth,  the  Heat  and 
Pain  of  my  Bowels  and  Stomach  fomc- 
what  abated,  after  two  Purgings,  which 
dcpreircd  me  very  much  ;  all  the  otiicr 
Symptoms  remained,  the  Naufea  and  In¬ 
clinations  to  Von'iit  having  continued 

more 
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more  or  le(s,  rrom  the  Beginning,  I 
pafled  the  whole  Night  in  the  greatcft 
Anxieties,  the  Palpitation  and  convuliive 
Spafms  remaining  flrong. 

Thurfday  the  nth,  I  found  fome  little  6th  Day 
Abatement  in  the  violence  of  the  pre-  ^ 
dominant  Symptoms,  bur  I  was  fo  very 
weak  and  .low,  that  1  hardly  remember 
what  happened  to  me,  that  Day,  and  the 
Night-  following,  neither  can  J  give  any 
Account  of  the  Tranfaffions  of  the //•/- 
day,  Saturday,  and  Sunday  following,  Lh’ 
having  been  all  that  Time  fo  weak,  delU  ‘ 
rious,  and  low,  that  I  could  not  attend  to 
any  Circumftances  which  then  happened. 

Monday  the  15th,  I  difeharged  fome 
Blood  at  the  Mouth  and  Nofe,  but  was 
not  altogether  fo  low  nor  weak. 

Tuefday  the  1 6th,  I  was  feized  with 
racking  Pams  in  the  Bow'els,  which  broiwhc 
on  a  great  Tenfion  of  the  Belly,  and  a 
Itronger  return  of  the  difficulty  of  Breath¬ 
ing.  In  the  Night  I  had  two  Evacuations 
Igrcen  and  potraceous,  as  were  all  the 
ormcr)  which  left  me  in  the  lowcft  State 
fur!-  Nature  can  be  fuppofed  to

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izthDay.  VVhat  I  remember  of  the  next  Day  the  i 
1 7th,  is,  that  the  Sloughs  of  my  Throat, 
Tongue,  and  Cheeks,  began  to  loofe  in 
iny  Mouth,  fome  of  them  having  fepa- 
rated  with  a  confidcrable  Hemorrhage;  it 
was  impoflible  for  me  either  to  fwallow 

,  or  difeharge  my  Spittle,  fo  that  I  was  in 
perpetual  Danger  of  being  fufFocated ; 
which  was  not  a  little  augmented,  by  the 
prcfling  Inftanccs  that  fome  of  the  Phyfi- 
cians  made,  for  me  to  keep  a  Gold  Ring 
in  my  Mouthy 

13th  Day.  Thurfday  the  r  Sth,thc  Sloughs  continu’d 
to  feparate,  and  the  whole  Coat  of  the 
Tongue  came  of,  with  fome  Lofs  of 
Blood,  but  the  burning  pain  of  the  Parts 
was  fomewhat  abared,  and  I  fpit  more, 
freely,  but  inftead  thereof  there  was  a 
great  Sorenefs  and  Rawnefsof  thofe  Parts, 
from  which  the  Sloughs  had  feparated, 
I  flept  fo,  for  two  Hours,  which  was  the 
firft  Moment  1  Ihut  my  Eyes  to  ri.ft  fince 
the  Accident. 

14th  Day.  Friday  the  19th,  the  Ulcers  began  to 
clean,  the  Sloughs  hill  feparating  from 
all  the  parts  of  the  Mouth  and  Throat; 

^  the  pain  in  fwallowing  was  fomcwhai 
abated,  although  I  could  not  take,  in  the 
Space  of  24  Hours,  the  Quantity  of  haUT

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Pint  of  the  thineft  Broths:  From  this 
Time  the  Symptoms  began  vifibly  to  a- 
bate,  and  the  Ulcers  to  incarn,  and  fill 
up  5  the  fpitting  decreafing  5  the  Nights 
ftill  were  bad  5  the  Fever  confiderable, 
with  Remiflions  5  but  the  Convulfive 
Spafms  and  Contra6i;ions  not  fo  violent, 
the  Difeafe  having  been  from  this  Time  • 
upon  its  decline.  -I  fhall  not  lengthen  this 
Narrative,  only  obfcrving,  that  I  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  fwallow  any  folid  Food, 
not  even  Jellies,  remaining  with, the  great- 
eft  VVeaknefs,  and  in  great  Meafurc  with 
the  Lofsof  the  Ufe  of  my  Legs,  which  I 
hope,  by  the  Afliftance  of  God,  by  De¬ 
grees  to  recover, 

•  To  the  beft  of  my  remembrance'  the 
Fa(fts  happened  as  above  related  5  but  I  am 
aflifted  in  fixing  the  Days  by  thole  who 
conftantly  were  about  me,  being  very  de¬ 
ficient  in  that  Point :  No  doubt  feveral 
material  Circumftanccs  may  be  here  omit¬ 
ted,  which  could  not  but  efcape  my  No¬ 
tice  5  and  imperfecl  as  this  Account  may 
be,  my  Weaknefs  is  ftill  fo  great,  it  is  all 
I  am  now  able  to  bring  into  this  Form  ; 
neither  will  it,  1  hope,  be  exped:cdl  can 
ftriftly  determine  the  Duration,  Violence, 
jand  Dcpendance  of  the  leveral  Symptoms, 
3s  if  I  had  been  the  Obferver  only  ,  the 

C  moft 
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moft  I  can  recoiled,  is,  that  the  Vomiting 
continu’d  by  Intervals  from  the  firft  Day 
of  the  Difeafe  to  the  third  Day,  and  the 
Naufeas  and  Reachings  to  the  6th  Day. 

The  Thirft  began  with  the  Difeafe,  and 
did  not  abate  till  the  13th  Day.

The  id  Day  the  Skin  became  parched 
and  dry,  and  continu’d  fo  to  the  13th 
Day  of  the  Difeafe  5  during  all  that  Time 
not  having  had  the  lead  Marks  of  Perfpu 
ration  or  Difpofition  to  fwcat* 

The  Third  Day  brought  on  thefe 
Symptoms. 

The  Fever,  which  increafed  to  the  9th 
Day,  with  irregular  Paroxifms  the  whole 
Time,  there  being  fome  returns  of  it  till 
the  20th.

The  Shortnefs  of  Breath,  which  by  In¬ 
tervals' continued  to  the  12th  or  i  jtb 
Day. 

The  Accidents  of  Urine,  which  did 
not  abate  till  the  7th>  it  being  the  i5tb 
Day  before  they  entirely  ccafcd. 


Th: 
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The  Palpitation  of  the  Heart,  and  Con^ 
vulfive  Spafms,  the  firft  continued  only 
during  the  Paroxifms  of  the  Fever, 
to  the  9th  Day  of  the  Difeafe,  the  latter 
held,  without  Intermillion,  till  the  14th 
Day  of  the  Difeafe,  and  did  not  entirely 
ceafe  till  a  few  Days  ago. 

The  Swellings,  which  were  quite  dif- 
peiTed  by  the  7th  Day. 

The  Diforder  of  Sight,  which  lafted 
till  the  9th  Day. 

The  burning  Pains  in  the  Joints,  which 
were  felt  till  the  15  th  Day. 

The  fourth  Day,  the  Spitting  began,' 
and  continued  till  the  6th,  then  ceafed, 
and  returned  by  Fits,  being  moft  confide- 
rable  after  the  falling  of  the  Sloughs,  which 
began  the  ijth  Day  of  the  Difeafe. 

I  can  give  no  Account  of  the  Changes 
of  the  Pulfe,  any  more  than  what  is  faid 
above  5  in  my  lucid  Hours.  I  often  at¬ 
tempted  to  feel  it,  but  could  not  enumerate 
above  five  or  fix  Pulfations,  being  inca-^ 
pahlc  to  fix  my  Attention  any  longer.

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it  would  be  very  impardonable  in  me, 
fhould  I  not  in  this  Paper,  with  the  ut- 
moft  Duty  and  Veneration,  exprefs  my 
moh:  humble  and  fubmifiive  Thanks  to  his 
Majejty^  for  the  extraordinary  Marks  of 
Goodnefsand  Favour,  which  he  hath  been 
gracloLifly  plcafcd  to  fhew  me  under  my 
Afflidion;  and  muft  here  alfo  return  my 
Thanks  to  His  A/^yV/^’^Minifters,  andali 
thofe  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry^  who 
have  given  me  many  Inflances  of  their 
Protection  and  Afliftance  upon  this  Oc- 
cafion,  for  which  I  fiiaJl  ever  have  the 
greateft  Senfe  of  Gratitude^  the  afFedio- 
nate  Concern  of  my  Friends  for  my  Mis¬ 
fortune,  and  the  Pains  which  they  have 
been  at  to  juftify  me  from  the  Afperfions 
of  fuch  unhappy  Men,  as  may  delight  in 
the  Aggravation  of  the  Sufferings  of  the 
afflided,  will  never  be  erazed  from  my 
Memory  :  But  I  muft  always,  and  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  Manner  acknowledge  the  Obligati¬ 
ons  I  have  to  Dr.  Steigertahl^  Dr.  Cock~ 
burn,  Dr.  Teifficr,  Sir  Hans  Sloan  and 
Richard  Manningkam  for  the  kind  Afli¬ 
ftance  I  have  received  from  them,  and  for' 
the  Pains  they  have  been  at  to  extricate 
me  from  the  greateft  Torments  and  In¬ 
juries,  that  can  perhaps  be  fuffered  by' 
human  Nature:  And  as  I  think  thefe  In¬ 
juries  could  be  of  little  Service  or  Satis- 
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fadion  to  thofe  who  thought  fit  to  inflid
